NetRom code is available from Software 2000 for the TNC-2 and a different 
version is available for the PK-87/88. 


There are claims that NordLink stole the code for the TNC-2 although the 
counter claim is that they reverse engineered it. Interestingly enough, 
they haven't reverse engineered the PK-87/88 code yet. 


Also, the wa8ded hostfirmware is in the public domain and is used to run 
a tnc in the host mode for various third party applications. The original 
version was limited to 4 virtual channels, the newer versions allow up to 
32. Hostfirmware is available for both the PK-87/88 and TNC-2 types.

of the transverters to noise from other nearby equipment, ect, ect. 
The fastest "off the shelf" solution I've been able to locate are 
the Kantronics UHF data radios which do 19.2k. Clearly not 

56k, but you can buy all the pieces complete and you don't 

have to have a bench full of test equipment to get it working. ;)
